John Frye Chooses Razor as Means 
of Ending His Life 



After apparently deliberating consider 
ably iu lo whether bo would cut bis throat 

or han« Itlumulf . John Fry?, n well known 
resident of tlio (own of Libertyvillo chono 
tho razor route Saturday morning anrl cut 
a loittr gash clear across bis tbroiit, ondinjr 
bu life nt once. 

That be deliberated carefully as to wliicb 
method lio n referred to choose* in ptiS'lns 
into tb o next world won evident from tbo fncl 
that, while bis lliront was cut clcnr ncrosi 
in Inn coat pocket wim found n long rope 
with n nooso nt one end of it, evidence tlmt 
be bad nt first thought some of bunging 
himself rather than cutting' his throat. , 

Tbo cause for Fryo's suicide is not known 
but it is said it may havo been duo to' his 
fonr that ill health was to bring on tuber- 
culoits, with which bid two brothers died 

■ {luring tlio ptut conplo of yearn. Tt' wne 
known that- ha fenrod he would nleo have 

" the same iltanse and hnd worried consid- 
erably over it, 

i Again, bis crops were bad this year -end 
be bad ,beon worrying considerably over 

. this although bo wan not in circumstances 
which should cause him to be very anxious 
at one or two failures. Ho was a well to 
do farmer mid had no reason for ending, 
his Ufa other then stated above. 

Frye, was 45 years of age and had lived 
in the county many years, his farm being

a mile and a half north of Liberty villi*. Ho 
married her who was formerly Bertha Knox 
and wlio lived just north of Liberty ville. a 
year and a hnlf ago. They had" no children. 

Fryo arose Saturday morning mid, after 
lighting the fire, started for the bam where 
bo was to do bis chores. That be bad in- 
tentions of ending his life nt once wns 
evident from' tbo fact 1 that none o' the 
chores were done when lie wns found lying 
in the unrn,'dcnd. 

When bis wife called him for breakfast 
she received no answer and went to tbo 
barn to inquire what was 'detaining him. 
She was horrified to find him lying on tbo 
ground the blood (rusbing from (ho. wound 
in his throat. She wns almost prostrated 
by tbo sight but hurriedly called Dr. 
Toy lor, thinking that her husband was not 
yet dead. 

■ The doctor hastened to, the scene but 
found Fryo was dead and likely died soon 
nfter cutting his throat. 

Dr. Taylor examined Frye's pockets and 
found nothing in the shape of a note which 
might account for bis actions. 

Relatives of the man are unable to ac- 
count for the act . unless it be due to the 
fear of oncoming consumption or the poor 
crops which he bad this season. 

Ho was not a melancholy in an and never 
gave any signs to his wife that he was Con- 
sidering tbo terrible deed.

and wm crushed. He was taken to the 
office and tho ambulance sent for, He how 
over died on lite way lo tho hospital and 
whh removed to the Liiracn nnd Conrad 
worgub where the inquest was hold. 

Mr. Sbaw formerly lived in Wilmetle, 
his family being moved to VVnukegan 
about the middle of lust week. Befere 
moving lo Wiliuelte be lived at Fon-du- 
Lnc,.Wis., where his relatives reside. 

When informed of his death bis wife 
was prostrated, Mr, Shaw's relatives 
were informed and came at once. Besides' 
a wife Mr. Shaw leaves two children a 
boy and a girl.

William Ryan, a laborer employed on 
the grading crew of tbo now Northwcxtcrn 
line north of the comity line, was struck 
nnd terribly mangled by n northbound St. 
Paul, pnwenger train from Chicago which 
posited through Corliss, Wis., nt I) o'clock 
Friday evening. 

Tho accident occurred less thnn 100 fed 
from the depot ot Corliss and* the man's 
body wns not found for a hnlf hour after- 
wards. 

The train wns fioing at tho rate of 70 
miles an hour and so terrific wns tho im- 
pact that Rynn's head wns literally lorn 
from his body ami hurled 200 feet further 
up tho road, while the trunk was thrown 
between the two tracks. His lungs were 
also torn out. One of his nrins was cut off 
nnd every bone in his body broken. 

The, train proceeded on its. way without 
stopping, as none of tlio crew was aware 
of the shocking accident. 

The discovery of tho remains was raado 
by C. F, Kimball, a resident of Corliss, 
about a half hour nfter tbo train went 
through, nnd nnolher. hour wns spent in 
searching for the man's bond. 

Justice Lee, of Corliss, empaneled a cor- 
oner's jury, nnd after viewing the remains 
an adjournment was taken, but the -subse- 
quent inquest developed nothing new, and 
a verdict* wns rendered nccordihg to tho 
facts in tho cose.' 

Ryan, in company with several other 
men from the grading crew, was in Corliss 
most of the afternoon and wns under the 
inlluenco of liquor when last seen. It is 
supposed that he wandered 'on the track 
while in that condition and failed to see 
the train coming. 

His identity wns not established till 
Saturday, n» no papers of any kind were 
found on the body, nnd the remains were 
bo disfigured that no one recognized them.

Going at the rute of sixty miles an hour 
a fust tr.iin on the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railroad crashed into n freight 
tram at Kondout lit 12:11 on Tuesday and 
one man wai killed and many injured. 

The crash took place forty rodn north of 
'tho viaduct of tho Cliicngo & Milwaukee 
Electric railroad, where the freight train 
wob standing. It in claimed, that Signs!- 
man Weinhoff. in tbe block tower south of 
the viaduct' nnd nenr Kondout station, 
gave the signal for the train to come abend 
on a clear track. 

The fast mail leaves Chicago nt 11:20 
nnd goes at the rate of sixty miles nn hour 
to Milwaukee and norlh points, It wns 
loaded with puasengers. 

Tbe fast mail is due at Kondout at 12:08 
and crashed into tha freight train laden 
with c'abbngc nnd merchandise. 

Henry Cramer, a fireman, was killed, 
and Charles Wilbur, brakeumn on rear- 



end of freight, wns badly bruised nnd 
smashed. 

William Evans,' the engineeron Ibomnil 
train, jumped from tho .ebb of the en- 
gine, severely injured but will live. 

Scores of passengers were shaken up nnd 
many were injured severely 

Botli trains were south bound, The 
freight bud' pulled into the block nnd a 
dispnloh came to tho tower nt Kondout to 
the e fleet that tbo fast mail would be 'five 
minutes in in. 

The switch was open behind the freight. 
Two minutes later the mail train crashed 
into the rear end of the freight. The en- 
gine of the mail train was completely 
wrecked, not even tho emokestnek being 
left. One car besides wns mangled. Pas- 
sengers in several coachea were protected 
from certain denth by the fuel that, several 
mail and baggage enrs were between them 
nnd the head end.

Many 
furmers in the: dairy business, when 
one speakB to them about n silo, will 
say It la easy enough to talk silo on 
paper, but It Is not profitable to build 
one. 

I will say that tho economy In feed- 
Ink a cow Is not In saving feed. The 
more you can get her to eat and digest 
the more boo will make for her keeper. 

If you feed little you lose the value 
of that, but If you feed generously stia 
makes you a profit. 

The first thing Is to procure feed nnd 
a place to keep It ' In having a silo 
your feed Ib cut and put In at ,a time 
when It Is In the best condition. — Kim- 
ball's Dairy Farmer. 



Packing flatter for Winter. , 

All housekeepers know the value of 
butter In midwinter. They who have 
butter lu summer might Just aa well 
bo bountifully supplied lu winter, 
states a West Virginia writer. Try 
the following plan, which has been 
tested nnd found satisfactory. Pro- 
cure several nice clean Jars, new ones 
are preferable. After the butter la 
worked, let It stand for perhaps an 
hour, then work again, and so on 
until sure that there Is absolutely no 
trace of water or milk In It Now flit 
the Jars aud cover tho top well with 
dry, clean salt Place a cloth over 
tbe Jar to keep salt to Its place and 
turn Jnr upside down on a clean piece 
of slate. Let remain lu this condition 
until wanted fair use.

Butter Is a hydro carbon, and all 
excesses of It arc stored up ns fat In 
tbe body. It gives energy and power 
.to work to those who cat heartily of 
It For any one mil let ed with consump- 
tion butter cooker}', If plenty of fat can 
be digested, is one of the best ways of 
curing the disease should it be In Its 
enrly stages or of keeping It at bay 
If advanced. It Is not economy to 
spare the butter nt table even to the 
healthy people. Butter Is not a simple 
fat composed merely of one sort lt 4 ls 
a mixture of no less thnn seven differ- 
ent sorts of fats, and no more complex 
oil can be taken than this. For dys- 
peptic arid liverish people good bread 
aud butter, along with fruit, nhould In- 
variably take the place of pie, pastry 
and biscuits. Pastry for such people 
Is only another name for poison, nnd 
biscuits are as often as not baked with 
lard, 

Frutt Drylnu Stt.n«re, 

At tbls time of year 'wo find many 
people drying their fruits as a means 
of preserving them. Two methods are 
actively employed, suit drying aud 
evaporating. The former method is 
most universally UBod, even by peopht 
who have evaporating machines, be- 
cause of the peculiar flavor some 
fruits obtain by drying In tho sun, and 
also because ofttlmcs the fruit must 
bo attended to faster than the evapora- 
tors enn take It The great annoyance 
caused by sudden showers make sun 
drying undesirable In many Instances, 
When a shower comes up the fruit 
must be protected from tbe rain, or 
It Is likely to sour or other wIso ( Injure. 
Tho taking. of fruit Into the house or 
shed Is hot nl ways very -easily done, 
neither Is It always possible to cover 
the scutfold where they aro drying sat- 
isfactorily. An easy method of tak- 
ing caro of them Is to construct a 
square about 3x4 'feet In size, which 
Is made by taking two pieces nbbut 3 
Inches wide- to use for sides, lloorlng 
these with light material and putting 
an Inch strip to servo as end pieces. 
The end pieces serve to hold the fruit* 
on tbe square Whllo It Is being moved 
nbout When n Bhowor Is approaching 
•thaw squnres can be stacked uador a 
roof of any kind, placing them on oue 
another alternately Iciigtlitvluo nnd 
crosswise. This allows tho olr to 
nnss through, nnd they can stay In tha 
■bade. for days without Injuring.— A.

The companies bid- 
ding m ant have a capitalization of 
$5,000,000 over all debts and Incum- 
brances, and the successful bidder isost 
furnish n bond of $3,000,000. The cmn- 
peasntlon to t lie contractor will he on 
the percentage plan, and to the lowest 
bidder the contract will bo awarded, 
the total cost of the job being estimated, 
by a board of cnglnccre, two of whom 
will be appointed by the bidder and 
three by the government. .

preciation of machinery and land rent- 
nl. The figures represent the average 
of all farms In. the group, the final 
figure being the cost per acre.

The first but tie between tho Standard 
Oil Company nnd tho law Ifl over and 
tho company Is tic fettled. A Jury at 
Fintllny, Ohio, brought In a verdict de- 
claring tho KtniKlnril to ho. guilty of vio- 
lating tho nntl-trust Iiiwh of the State 
The penalty Is a Duo of from $50 to 
$5,000, which mny he repented for each 
day of the offense, or Imprisonment of 
fix to twelve mouths, Tho oil com* 
pnny gave notleo thnt It would Illo a 
motion for a'.uuw trial. Tho nppoal 
from this court 1b to tho Supreme Court 
of Ohio, by which tribunal no doubt 
the. Issue nltlmntcly will bo decided. 

To the State tho suit, tho verdict and 
the ultimate appeal are Important; 
especially hecnuse they initiate an en- 
tirely new method of procedure against 
alleged monopolies — that Is, by Infor- 
mation and nflldnvlt Instead of by 
grand Jury Indictment. Tho verdict 
was rendered nt 4:35 o'clock Friday 
morning, after deliberation by tho Jury 
for thirty-two hours.

Toledo Strike Injunction. 
United States Judge Taylor of Toledo 
granted a sweeping Injunction against the 
members of the machinists' association 
on strike at the Pope-Toledo Company, 
forbidding them from interfering in any 
way with the company's business, or em- 
ployes. The company complains that the 
local authorities had refused to glrc 
proper protection from the strikers. The 
injunction forbids any sort of threat or 
persuasion to Induce employes to quit the 
company's service, and prohibits strikers 
congregating near the plant. While the 
strikers continued to use the threat ot 
a national sympathetic movement, the In- 
fill brunch of the National Metal Trades 
Association sought to Influence public 
opinion by large advertisements in the 
paiters contending that tho strike was not 
a (pjqstlon of wages or hours. They say 
they are prejudiced against no man be- 
cause a member of the union.,

agers of the big implement houses say 
that about GOO are In nso on tbe western 
and central • ICanait plains wherever the 
fields are largo enough and the ground 
level enough to permit their operation. 
All through the western portions of tho 
wheat belt big traction engines, with wheel 
tfie* nearly a yard wide, are at work 
Fulling the gang ploughs and turning up 
tbe soil at the rate of 30 acres a day, I 
with two men working •nch outfit. Theva 
two men, working In the old. way, could 
plough only admit six acres a day, so that , 
the steam plough Jms increased the effi- 
ciency of labor fivefold in this one charac- 
ter of farm work. ' 

'These outfits cost about $1,000, but 
the expense of ploughing averages only 
about 40 cents an acre, ns compared with 
an expense of 75 cents to ?1,fiO an aero 
where the -work is done by a man with a. 
team. Therefore a farmer who owns 1,000 
acres of wheat I nnd can save enough In 
a U w years to pay for a steam plough. 

The rush to get the full ploughing 
finished .while the ground is in good con- 
dition has prompted some farmers to run 
tbtir steam ploughs at night, with a great 
glaring headlight gleaming across tits' 
fields, os well ns In the daytime.

Every gardener likes to use a stim- 
ulating fertilizer to hurry Uio crops 
along. For ibis purpose nitrate of soda 
mid sulphate of ammonia nro most fro- 
qucntly. employed. Nitrogen Is tbe el<h 
incut chiefly nought and all known 
means of obtaining It cheaply have- 
been tested. Lately much Interest has 
been shown III Mine nitrogen or cnlclom 
cyunamld. Tho results of recent experi- 
ment* with this fertilizer Indicate a 
hlffb vnluo for It. In some tests It boa 
shown only 80 per cent of 'tbe effec- 
tiveness of nitrate of sodn while In 
other tests It proved superior. 

Lime nitrogen seems to be harmful 
If placed In direct contact with the 
seeds or roots of plants. It should pro* 
fernhly be mixed with the soil and ap- 
plied from eight to 'fourteen days be- 
fore seeding. It will then greatly bos- 
ton tho growth and maturity of gar- 
den plant*. Rome gardeners hnvo 
found that It Is best to mix the lime 
nitrogen with the soil (Ire to ten Inches 
below tbe surface. The best results 
bavo been obtained by mixing tho fer- 
tilizer with twice Ita weight of dry 
soil before applying. Lime nitrogen 
should not bo applied at a greater rate 
than 185 to 270 pounds per acre.

Hundreds, par hups thousands, of, 
lives have becujost lit a terrific hurri- 
cane which swept from the coast of 
Venezuela on tho south to tho Florida 
coast on tlto north, nnd which raged 
200 miles out on tho Atlantic ocean. 

'So far as known tho grentest loss of 
life wbh off the . Florida coast. At 
Elliott Key a great tidal wave Inun- 
dated the I Bland.* The 250 Inhabitants 
were swept Into tho sea. From appar- 
ently reliable reports received the dev- 
astation on Elliott Key was complete, 
every living being perishing in the 
flood. 

A barge containing 100 refugees from 
a neighbor I ng^koy, which had anchored 
In tho Ice of Elliott Island, was struck 
by tho tidal wave nnd swept out to sea. 
Fifty of those on board were cither 
swept Into the sea or killed by the 
force of the wave. The survivors were 
carried on the crest of the wnve far 
out and wore picked up late yesterday 
off tho Bahama Inlands, Many of tho 
survivors were In a serious state ns 
tbe result of their experience and some 
may die. 

The extension steamer St Lucie, 
which plies between one of the keys 
and Miami, was caught In the storm 
and sought the tee of Elliott key to 
ride It out. The St Lucie was caught 
In the tidal ware which swept over 
the key and driven ashore, with tho 
Iobs of twenty-eight persons nnd the 
wounding of a unrulier of others. 

Northern Culm, especially tho prov- 
inces of Havana and Pluar del Illo, 
felt the full force of the hurrlcnne 
which raged thore for over twenty 
hours, the wind at one time nttainlng 
a velocity of- 120 miles an hour. Grent 
damage was done In the city of Havana 
and to tho shipping in the harbor and 
twenty lives were lost by the collnpse 
of houses. ' 

In the republic of Son Salvntlor 
many lives were loat in a terrific storm 
which raged over the country .for ten 
days, in many Instances the topog- 
raphy of the country lias been changed 
and tho bodies of dead persons and 
cattle are flouting down the swollen 
streams.

The Cbtneao Itefarm Edict. 

SInco the publication of the imperial 
edict, which commit* the Chinese govern- 
ment to a modernising policy of the Inws.

Forecasting by lot 
any of the tern plea has been prohibited 
by the chief ot police of the Inner city of 
Pckin, and Viceroy Tuan Shir Kni has 
Btoppod the celebration of the Ilnulu tea- 
tlvnl on the ground of extra vngance. The 
commission, which recently visited Europe 
and America, litis naked the emprex* dow- 
ager, to remove the eunuchs from tho pal- 
ace on account of their evil Inllnence. The 
constitutional government la to be estab- 
lished ns noon as tho public mind enn bo 
prepared for it. In the text of the Im- 
perial edict occurs the following nnive 
passages: "Since the beginning of our dy- 
nasty, there linv* been wise emperors, 
who have made laws suited to the times. 
Now that China has intercourse with all 
nations, our Inws and political syMctu 
have become antiquated, nnd our country 
is always In trouble. Therefore it Is 
necessary for us to gather more knowledge 
and draw up a new code of lawa; other- 
wise wo shall bo unworthy of the trust of 
our forefathers and the people."

Dr. Lawrence P. Flick,' director of the 
Henry Phipps Institute for tho study, pre- 
vention and treatment of tuberculosis, at 
Philadelphia, and his stnlf, have publish- 
ed an exhaustive report of their re- 
searches for two years,' containing tho 
latest revelations of science concerning the 
disease commonly known ns consumption. 
It Is found that negroes -are far mora 
suscoptlblo that! whites, and that the 
class designated as houseworkers has the 
greatest number of victims. The. negroes 
aro particularly dangerous to the commu- 
nity becauM they constitute the servant 
class and aro brought Into Intimate asso- 
ciation with other people.
